Expression at Lausanne

LAUSANNE, May 3.—Joseph C.

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tion at the Near East Peace Confer- 
ence, has expressed to General Pelle, 
leader of the French delegates, the 
opinion that, when all the facts 
about the Chester concession become 
known the difficulties arising from 
the grant will be found to have 
solved themselves.

French Warning to Turks. 

France,has officially warned Tur- 
key anew thta she does not like the 
Turkish concentration of troops on 
the Syrian frontier, and has declared 
that, if Turkish military pressure on 
the Syrian border is not removed, it 
may be difficult for France to go on 
with the Lausanne peace negotia- 
tions, according to news emanating 
from the French delegation. It has 
led to hurried conference between 
the allied leaders. 

The Fnrech charge delivered the 
warning to Constantinople, and Gen: 
Pelle repeated it to Ismet Pasha, 
who said he would refer the point 
to his home Government. Gen. 
Pelle had already warned Ismet Pa- 
sha of France's displeasure at the 
Turkish mobilization on the edge of

if it was as an intimidation, while 
the French were occupied with Ger- 
many, to gorce more concessions out 
of the French delegates at Lausanne, 
it would not serve its purpose. 

Still at War, Say Turks. 

Turkish representatives said that

NEW YORK, May 3.—George 
Julian Zolnay, American scu'ptor, 
formerly of St. Louis, who until he 
went abroad a year ago, was ihe 
president of the Washington Aj:ts 
Club, returned to America a few 
days ago, bringing with him in the 
hold of the steamship Giuseppi Ver- 
di the &ronze casting of his neroic 
memorial group commemoratiny the 
valor of the American soldier and 
the devotion of the American moth- 
er in the world war. Until two 
weeks before his return to America, 
“Olnay told a reporter he had been 
living like a Prince in one of the best 
hotels of Bucharest, quite compara- 
ble, in his opinion, with New York's 
best, at somewhat less than $3V a 
month. 

“Of course itis all because of the 
disparity in the rate of exchangze,”’ 
said Zolnay. “The purchasing power 
of the American dollar in Rumania 
is astonishing. And yet the situation 
there is unlike that which has foi- 
lowed in the wake of the depreciated

“The group represents a mother— 
symbolically the mother of all the

From the simple drapery of her 
cloak, which suggests protecting 
wings, her hand reaches out to 


caress the drooping hand of the sol- 
dier lad upon whom death {is creep- 
ing. But this great mother’s head is 
not bowed in lamentation. On her 
classical face is portrayed an exnres- 
sion hot of despair, not of earthly 
suffering, but of human grief trans- 
figured. What the sculptor has de- 
picted is the fortitude of the soul. 
It is a prophetio spirit, not of ab- 
ject grief which animates this fig- 
ure, a Vision of a new and Detter 
world—the very spirit in which the 
American people entered the world 
war. 

“Graven in the granite pedestal on 
which the group is to stand will he 
the phrase which, Mr. Zolnay rays, 
inspired the creation: “I gave my 
best to make a better world."

« S$ soon as war had been declared between the United States | 
A: and Spain, the Spanish navy, under command of Admiral} 
Cervera, set sail from the Cape Verde Islands for America. 

The American navy made ready to ‘attack them somewhere among | 
the West Indies, and keep them away from the Atlantic Coast. | 
But before the Spanish ships had arrived, the attention of the 
_ world had been drawn, by certain evénts, to the far-off Philippines. 

We spoke yesterday of a meeting at Hongkong between 
' Aguinaldo and Admiral Dewey of the American navy. 
Dewey was in command of a strong squadron, and he was ordered 
to proceed to Manila. Manila is the capital of the Philippines, 
and is situated upon a bay on the west coast of Luzon, the largest | 
and most northerly island of the archipelago. A little to the south 
of the eity lies the fortress of Cavite. 

Before Cavite lay the Spanish fleet. 
their Admiral. His ships were old and worn and his gunners were 
raw and unskillful. 

During the night of April 30 Admiral Dewey led his squadron 
into Manila Bay. Aguinaldo was aboard one of the ships. 

Admiral Dewey formed his squadron into a half moon, and to 
the Captain of his’ flagship, delivered his immortal remark: ‘‘ You 
may fire when you are ready, Gridley.’’ Capt. Gridley was quite 


ready and so were all the other Captains and Lieutenants and En- |, 
signs and guncrews, especially the guncrews. They fired at the' 


Spanish ships with great,enthusiasm and precision until breakfast | 
time. Then, after their Secon and eggs, they began to fire again 
and at 12:30 p. m., just before it was time for lunch, Admiral 
Montojo ordered up the white flag of surrender. He had lost 10 
hattlesKips and a transport and many men. Only one American 
had been killed and seven wounded: Not one American ship was 
badly damaged. 

The fortress of Cavite kept on firing at the American fleet for 
a few hours and then surrendered at Dewey's threat to shell the 
town. 

Admiral Dewey then cabled home that if he only had a few. 
soldiers he could easily oceupy the city of Manila. Soldiers were | 
sent, but it is a long way from San Francisco to the Philippines | 
and it was not until the end of June that the transports began - 
arrive. 

Although all Europe had decided to remain neutral during our 
conflict with Spain it was no secret that Germany would have been 


pleased to see Spain the victor, while the sympathies of England | 
lay with us. Shortly after the battle of Manila Bay, three British | 


warships and five German ones steamed into the bay. There was 
no reason why they should not lie there and enjoy the beautiful 
scenery, but when it was discovered that the Germans were send- 


ing supplies ashore to the Spaniards, Admiral Dewey entered a 


protest. 

Such an act on the part of the Germans was a clear breach of | 
neutrality. Admiral Dewey informed Admiral von Diedrich that | 
if he were loolfing for trouble he could have it and have it imme- 
diately. Admiral Diedrich asked Capt. Chichester of the English 


“fleet whose side he would take in case of any unpleasantness. 


Capt. Chichester replied: ‘‘There are only two persons here who) 
know what my instructions are. One of those persons is myself, | 
and the other is—Admiral Dewey.’

Pierre watted until she disappeared, 
then burried out the stage entrance 

and around the theater. He was just 
in time to see her greet Sarcey, who 
was waiting on the curb, with an af- 
fectionate kiss. Together they stepped 
into a carriage and drove off. And 
from that day Sarcev's pen ceased to 
be dipped in vitriol and came to be 
the bearer of sugared words—as far 
ag Sarah Bernhardt was concerned. 

In place of the columns of harsh 
criticism be wrote thousands of words 
extolling Sarah, her grace, her art ad 
her finesse’ From her bitterest enemy 
he became her intimate friend and 
protector, and remained so until Sarah 
triumphantly returned as a glorious 
star to the Comedie Francaise. 

Later, Bernhardt quarreled with Sar- 
cev. She was greater than he. 

This ironic little drama requires 
some explanation and in explaining I 
find myself defending Sarah. It does 
s@em strange that a man of Sarcev's 
standing could first attack her in such 
& personal way, then take such an 
obvious aboutface without making 
himself ridiculous as a critic It 
seems strange that the Comedie Fran- 
efise, greatest theater of France, 
eould first exclude Sarah on his’ mere 
word and then acclaim her on the 
same word. It is strange, and si!l!y— 
and true! 

It shows at a glance how important 
the favors of men were in the world 
where Sarah found herself and per- 
haps will make certain people today 
a little less harsh in judging her. 

Nearty all the young actresses of her 
day had wealthy protectors, owing to 
the low salaries paid. 

Knowing Sarah and the better side 
of her nature, I can only pay tribute 
te the courage which carried her over 
all obstacles. If she was hard with 
those she used as stepping stones, she 
‘Was harsher with herself: if she al- 
lewed her tongue to become caustic 
and her nature overbearing at times, 
it was because life had been shown 
te her in its veritable aspect and she 
was buidling a wall between her and 
her past. 

When she returned gloriously to the 
Comedie Francaise in 1872 Paris 
flocked en masse to hear her. But 
Wespite her success she was distrusted 
and libelled on all sides. Articles were 
published asserting that her recreation 
was te martyrize small animals. Most- 
ly these stories were the work of 
jealous actresses and actors, who hated 
her for her sudden suecess. 

Se strong and widespread were 
these calumnies that Sarah published 
& book replying te them, under the 
title: ‘‘In the Clouds.”’
